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The dress in this ploture is made of wool-
en crepe. The back is made with a small
embroldered yoke, which continues as far ss
the front, descending each side to the waist
and covering the cbest as far as the darts
At this point the embroidery formsa point
and slopes off to the seams under the arms.
The skirt is cut bias and lined with silk.
1n front, st the upper part, there is & cer-
1sin amount of fullness. By drawing the
material slightly and sewing it loosely to-
gether it gives the effect of draped pleats in
front. This effect is repested at the back of
“the skiri, and it is then put into a band. In
order to make the two bottom flounces, the
msterisl is cut bias and pleated in two. The
top of the upper flounce is covered by &
gimp edging. The lining of the waist must
be tight-fitting and closed st the back by
hooks and eyes. As the embroidered part
is lined with eilk, it is mot nec-ssary to
make the whole of the upper part of the
waist. The loose front is simply added on
under the embroidery and draped io con-
tormity. It's almost unnecessary o say that
the lining must first be well fitted before
the material is added.

At the sides the stuff is laid on flae. At
the back there is = fiat, emb;oi(!amd little
voke, under which the material is gathered
and sewn on to the lining. At the waist
the pleats must also be made in order to
obtsin the effect of long folds On each
side of the fastening these pleats are joined,
and thus completely hide the fastening at
the waist. The borders of embroidery form-
ing & are embroidered by a little
ruching of material; the oollar is surrounded
br the same. The i‘rlm_t parts of the em-
broidery sre sewn st the same time as the

bouflant 1o front, aud they are fastened to
the other parts of the waist from the seam
undernesth the arm. The little ruching

which surrounds the embroidery is made of §

materinl cut on the bins and pleated.
Draped sleeves -n tightly fittiog linings are
raised over epaulets o as to give the effect
of & loose puE sleeve placed over the wide
underpeath sleeve, At the edge of the
sleeve the pleated material is fastened on
to the lining. The belt is formed by very
broad ribbon tied on one side. The material
pecessary is about tem yards of woolen
crepe, FLORETTE.
